Fighting Quicksand. 
In sinking a ehaft there are few 

things that a miner can encounter 
which are more unwelcome to him 
than a deep vein of quicksand. That 
is what baa been struck at a Mlchiguu 
iron mine. In quicksand tbe ordinary 
procedure of timbering down aa the 
excaTatlng is done is impossible. In 
most Instances the work must be dene 
in mucli the same manner as a caisson 
is sunk This makes necessary the 
constniction of a caalng by bolting ic' 
Ketiier h- nvy timbers equally about a 
foot in thickness. At the bottom <ft 
each wall of this timbered "eblaaney" 
a cutting shoe la trimmed on ttM in 
side ao aa to asslat the shaft la sink 
Ing under Ita own weigbt. All tbe ma 
terlal beneath tbe walla of the atruc 
ture la In thia way aqueesed, cr (ur. 
into tba oenflnea of tbe casing, while 
the latter gradually glnka aa the ex- 
ca-.atlng is carried on. As rapidly as 
the abaft ainka Into the earfh addi 
tlonal timbers are bolted in place on 
top, thia operation coatlBulag aatil 
rock Is encountered.

DRIED FRU ITS III OtmRTS 

Pnpwiy Uead, It May Ba Ma«« «• 
Serve to so Oee4 Pvrptm 

Dried fruit is quite aa nice as fresh, 
but it has baaa overworked in the at- 
lesed Interest of ecooomy. It will 
make a dessert second to none, if 
properly used. 

The covered enameled ware caaae^ 
role ia the proper cooking irteaail for 
dried fmlt. Let It soak over nlfht. 
and cook very slowly, and it will re- 
gain Its abape sad also its finest fla- 
vor. In aMItlen it nbould have some 
sort of accompanying flavor. Prunes 
Foiiked in Just enough wine to cover 
them anil then cooked in tkla way 
taste like Bomethlng costly. Apricots 
cooked with raisins are girfC ?o are 
dried apples cooked in the goeil, old- 
fashioned way. In cider. A mixture 
of two or three kinds of dried fruit, all 
cooked together. Is good Dried peaehea 
—add a little vanilla to the alrupwhen 
they are done. Dried cherriea are not 
used here to any extent, but In Bng- 
land, where the cherry is ak old sad 
fanous fmlt, they are used with esr- 
raata In plum cake, and very nice they 
are. It ia perfectly practicable to nae 
sny sort of dried fmlt, cooked slowly 
In this way, to add tevor to bread pud- 
dings or steamed puddings. The frait 
can be either mixed with the bread 
pudding or put in the dlah with the 
bread on top, or in layers; but when 
It is nsed the bread shoold not be 
soeked In milk; the tmit Juice will 
make enough molstnre, and the bread 
should merely be soaJied enough in 
water to mke It soft, saA eooked 
wHh tfie fmR, covered.
